On Swago near thoTesidenoe or 
Mr Geo Qverliolt, there is » very 
interesting uatnral cariosity to be 
seen. It is a blowing cave at the^ 
base of limestone cliff, that forms' 
a sfrikiug restore or the sceira that 
would be deemed :Lore tbau odina- 
rlly beautiful were it yo be olwerv 
any where else, here It being a 
beauty amoug beauties. The open 
tug is about fifteen feet fride, sur 
Imnauted by a slightly ourved arch 
aliout four feet high at the oulmiaa 
ting |M>int.
